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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. Drawings filed on 7/31/01 have been approved by Examiner. 

Reason For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

For claim 1 , the prior art on record, fails to teach or fairly suggest, singly or in 
combination, a method to calculate an element (R (x.y) of a viewpoint -independent 
spatial covariance matrix of a given object in a database for infinitely dense sampling of 
illumination conditions comprising, among other things calculating E (U x ,U y ,c), an 
integral over all possible light directions, weighted by their respective intensities, 
according to the equation: 

E(U x ,U y ,c) = / ne s 2 L(n)D(n,p,q) 
as defined in independent claim 1 .The closest prior art, Parker et al., (6,169,817B1 ) 
discloses a system and method for 4D reconstruction and visualization. Socolinsky et al. 
(US. 6, 539, 126 B1) discloses visualization of local contrast for N-dimensional image 
data. Cox et al., (US.5,774,576) discloses pattern recognition by unsupervised metric 
learning. Fang et al., (US.6, 122,408) discloses light normalization method for machine 
vision. Jain et al., (US.6, 121, 969) discloses visual navigation in perceptual databases. 
Each of the above references either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render the above limitation obvious. 
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Claim 2, is allowed because none of the reference teach or fairly suggest a 
singly or in combination, a method to calculate an element R (x,y) of a viewpoint - 
independent spatial covariance matrix of a given object where there is no preferred 
direction in the illumination comprising, among other things calculating E(c(p(x), q(y))), 
according to the equation. 

E(c) = J es > n(C(n,c)>o}C 2 n 2 x - (1 -C 2 )n 2 y 

Each of the above references either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render the above limitation obvious. 

Claim 4, is allowed because none of the reference teach or fairly suggest a singly 
or in combination a method for finding a set of Q pairs of reference values for the albedo 
and normals ({( dq, q)qea} q EQ, such that the perturbations are smallest for a given value 
of Q and among other things, using vector quantization algorithms to cluster a set of 
vectors ({(d(x),p(x))} X Ev together in Q clusters; 

finding the centroids ... of said clusters such that the average distance from the 
vectors to nearest respective cluster- centroid... . 

Each of the above references either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render the above limitation obvious. 

Claim 7, is allowed because none of the reference teach or fairly suggest a singly 
or in combination, a method to generate a low-dimensional basis of the viewpoint- 
dependent illumination subspace from the pre-computed viewpoint- independent 
hierarchy of eigen -surface comprising, among other things generating and 
diagonalizing said object's vector-quantized viewpoint-independent covariance matrix 
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Rq : determining the eigenbasis hierarchy defined on the surface of the object from the 
results of Rq, using the equation: 

Each of the above references either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render the above limitation obvious.
